CANADA'S FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Our grit friends have tried very hard 
to (leery Canada's financial position during 
the past year. The fact that it was un- 
patriotic to do so ilul uot probably occur 
to them, their only object being i" make 
a [sunt if possible against the govern- 
ment of. Sir John yiacdoiiald. What 
matter t" them if by their disgraceful 
tactics they injured the credit of the 
country abroad. Only lei us, say they, 
get our hands upon the lleshpots, what 
difference lew. It is very fortunate thai 
the efforts of the-e ...tieo-seckcrs have nut 
had tiie desired effect in the money cen- 
tres of the world. Further, thai our 
credit was never better. Clio United 
States press lias ably assisted the Grits in 
decrying Canada's finances, and tlio most 
absurd minors have recently been put m 
circulation by American journals. It was 
shown that, the growth of the revenue of 
the Dominion was so far from being un- 
satisfactory as to be in excess of the ex- 
penditure, and the outlook showed that 
there was a good prospect of a Bur- 
plus of about a inilliiiii dollars. As 
the (hiuiilinn (iazette .says, it is significant 
to observe that : he cut ire net increase ol 
the public debl of Canada, outside of al- 
lowances to provinces, is due to four 
special causes nf outlay, causes which ran 
not recur. These are -Canadian Pacific 
railway anil intercolonial railway and 
connections, §103,!Jfi4,071; purchase of 
Northwestern ami iJawson route, §2,020,- 
000; survey oi territory, $2,5titi,fiH9; 
deficits during 1874-7!', $-1,87-1,430; dis- 
counts ami expenses on loans dur 
ing 1874-79, §4,577,li71; thus mak 

ine a total of §118,902,817, while the 
.total net increase of debt during 187<>-8t>, 
exclusive id" aul to provinces, is $llti,(i87,- 
39H; or in other words the four items 
named give an excess of 82,215, 121 over 
tlu: indebtedness "f the Dominion. In 

addition there is nf entirse the cost of the 
enlargement <>i canals, subsidies i" local 
railways, tin- payments on account of the 
Northwest rebellion, ami the cost of pub- 
lic buildings, wharves, etc., all "it: nf 
revenue. from this it is evident that 
the debt of Canada having been incurred 
for works not to be duplicated, ordinary 
works can now be" proceeded with from 
revenue, whilsl tlu increase of population 
ami the operations id' the sinking fund 
will rapidly diminish the i>ri rtt]iita burden 
nf tiic debl charge. < hi June 30th i ho 
interest reached its maximum figure, ami 
will' DOW diminish w ar by year. Sureh 
such facts asih.se form a complete answer 
ti. any supposition us in tin- financial 
position of the Dominion being other than 
satisfactory.

In many case.- the moun- 
tains are more than nine miles from the 
sea, and Americans are working mines mi 
si mm i if i hem. In some cases the mines 
are on the eastern Hlope nf the Coast 
range and yet in the possessign of the 
Americans. British Columbia unques- 
tionably owns these properties if the 
treaty is to be construed strictly. 
We must, nevertheless, remember that 
the mines were discovered by the Ameri- 
cans, and worl ed by them belioi ing the 
territory to belong to the United Stat,-,, 
--an impression which, we believe, they 
have never been disabused of. But a 

more serious difficulty arises with rogard 
to the Bouthora boundary. The treaty
